2 Chemical  and  2 Bacteriological  samples  taken  during  the 
year  were  all  satisfactory. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food . 

( ^ ) Meat  and  other  .Foods 

The  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  were  not  used 
during  1945  owing  to  the  operation  of  the  Orders  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food, 

All  home  killed  and  imported  moat  is  obtained  from  the 
Ministry’s  slaughterhouse  and  depot  in  the  Borough  of  Brit^house. 

Meat  received  in  the  district  is  regularly  inspected  at 
the  distribution  depots  in  transit^  and  at  the  butchers’  sheps^ 
and  the  general  standard  has  been  feund  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  122  inspections  were  made  of  food  other 
than  meat^  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.,  1933;,  the  total  v^eight 
condemned  v;as  14  cv/ts. 


(b)  Milk  Suppliers 


There  arc  111  registered  milk  sellers  in  the  district  and 
18  registered  wholesale  traders. 

The  number  of  com  keepers  is  89^  who  house  1146  milk  cov/s 
in  118  cowsheds. 

261  cowshed  inspections  were  made. 

There  are  5 licences  in  force  for  the  production  of 
Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  15  for  Accredited  Milk. 

19  samples  were  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  under  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act^  1938  - one  v/as  adulterated.  One  caution 
w'as  issued  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 

The  structural  conditions  are  generally  good;  cleanliness 
and  methods  bein,'^  generally  of  a good  standard.  Condi ti(  ns 
cculd  be  improved  by  the  more  gentiral  adoption  of  steam 
s terilisaticn  of  ecuipment.

The  supply  throughout  the  Urban  District  has  been  constant 
during  tho  year.

Sf-implos  arc  regularly  taken  for  examination  "by 
Me'trs.  Loa  & Mollinder,  Public  Analysts,  Halifax,  from 
all  public  water  supplies,  in  each  case  the  sample  is 
taken  from  the  consumers  taps. 

During  the  past  year,  21  analytical  and  29 
bacteriological  examinations  were  made  all  from  public 
supplies. 


Tho  Analyst’s  reports  were  satisfactory. 

The  vjater  obtained  from  the  Halifax  and  Huddersfield 
Corporations  (in  bulk)  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  by  the 
Corporations. 

The  water  from  St:- ;i n.vand  and  Uoper  Grectland 
Ros';rvoirs  owned  by  tho  Urban  District  Covncil  is  not 
filtered  but  is  chlorinated  and  treated  to  neutralise 
acidity.  During  the  past  year  60  examinations  of  water 
from  Stainland  supply  were  made  and  57  from  IJ  '.jr  Creetland 
Supply.  All  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Tho  raw  water  from  both  these  reservoirs  has  a 
p.H.  value  of  5.2  and  after  treatment  the  p.H  value  has 
averaged,  from  Stainland  7.1  and  for  Upper  Greet  land  7,4 
indicating  satisfactoi^?-  neutralisation.  Plumho- solvency 
tests  that  were  made  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
wer^  also  reported  as  satisfactory.
